THE TERMINUS. 
The survey of the town site at the terminus 
of the C. & E. line on the south side is in 
progress under the management of J. Mc- 
Arthur, the engineer in charge, Mr. Bemister, 
being absent in Calgary. This survey is the 
result of an arrangement entered into about 
the middie of March = Inst between 
Mesers. Nanton, Neilson and Dodde, repre- 
senting the C.& E.company,and the owners 
of the several properties affected on the south 
side, The agreement is signed by Jas. Rose 
for the C. & E. company and is now register 
ed in the registry office here. By this agree- 
ment, Jos. Macdonnlid owner of river lot 11, 
comprising 235 acres, Thos. A. Anderson 
owner of river lot 13, comprising 142 acres, 
and the rear portion of river lot 15 compris- 
ing 84 acres, F. H. Sache owner of the front 
part of river lot 15 comprising 118 acres and 
4ohn Cameron, A. Macdonald and others 
owners of the south 45 chains of river lot 17 
and the fractional west half of section 28 
township 52 range 24, covenant to give to 
Jas. Ross an undivided half interest in each 
of their properties, he ‘in consideration 
therefor procuring the establishment by the 
Oalgary & Edmonton railway company of a 
feeiyht and passenger station on or within 
40 chainsof said land,” the station to be 
completed by July 1st, 1892. It is further 
agroed that the railway company shall have 
right of way through any of the properties 
and 13} acres for station grounds free, and 
that the owner of the property so affected 
shall have a half interest only in the remain- 
img portion of his claim. As the station is 
located on Mr. Anderson’s claim, river lot 13, 
he isthe loser of the 134 acres, but on the 
other hand his remaining property is located 
nearest the station. The railroad company 
undertakes to make the survey of the pro- 
perty but the expenses are to be borne equal- 
ly by the claimholders and “the company. 
After survey either party to the agreement 
may demand aldivision of the property select 
ing alternate blocks, If there is no division” 
a joint agent shall sell the lots, the proceeds 
to be divided equally after the expenses 
havo been deducted, 
Regarding the prospects of the railwa y 
town site and its probable effect upon the 
town of Edmonton, there is not any very 
great difference of opinion among people ac- 
quainted with the country. Those who be- 
lieve in the south side rest their faith solely 
on the fact of nearness tothe railway station, 
which no doubt is an advantage and with 
other ciroumstances favoring may count tor 
a very great deal; but with other circumstan - 
cvs unfavorable may countfor next tonothing, 
as is proven by the experience of hundreds 
of towns inthe east. Even if there were no 
town established on the north bank of the river, 
the fact that four-fifths of the settlement and 
rine-tenths of the trade of the district is on 
the north side would naturally tend to 
establish business on this side, But when 
there is an old and well established town on 
the north side, there is no good reason why 
itshould not continue to grow and prosper 
even during the fow years that are likely to 
elapse before the railway crosses the river 
in its future inevitable extensions north.

THAT LAND SALE, 
Tur Minister of interior is reported as say - 
ingin the house thatthe sale of the Indian 
reserve on the South Side was advertised for 
® months before it took place and that in fact 
it was amply advertised to ensure its success 
The first is simply a statement of 
fact—or of what is not a fact. Unfortun- 
ately for the not too well established reputa- 
tion for veracity held by the honorable 
minister, the announcements of the sale are 
dated in Ottawa on May 15th, while the sale 
was on July 2nd. But these announcements 
were nov distributed on the day of their date; 
asa matter of fact did not reach Edmonton 
where the land to be sold is eittated until 
the afternoon of Jiine first, nor did the adver- 
tisement appear in any Northwest paper 
until about that date. As to whether the 
land was amply advertised or not, the amall 
attendance at the sale is the best proof that 
it was not, And as to the intcntions of the 
department in giving the sale due publicity 
itmay not be out of place to mention that 
the BuLuerin, published within a stonethrow 
of the land—and the only paper published 
within 180miles of it—was not given the 
advertisement at all. If it had been the de- 
sire of the department to dispose of this land 
to actual settlers it would certainly have 
been advertised in the district in which it 
was situated. That it was not so advertised 
is proof that it was not desired that the land 
should pass into the hands of actual settlers 
or that the highest price possible should be 
realized forit. Nor were the people who did 
atiend the sale treated any more fairly than 
the Indians for whose benefit the land was to 
be sold or the settlers who should have been 
given the opportunity to occupy and improve 
it. Although all the parcels sold realized 
considerably over the upset price—aud all 
could have been sold at like figures—the sale 
was arbitrarity closed, and those who at 
great expense had attended the sale fronia 
dsstance were deprived of the opportunity 
to invest, although the conditions announced 
in the advertisements of the sale were fulfill- 
ed. Viewed in any possible light whether as 
an attempted swindle or a legitimate transac- 
tion the sale was a failure and the arrange-

When word was received in Regina 
that Messrs. Brett and Betts advocated the 
division of the Territories into three territori- 
al districts, Messrs. Richardson and Secord 
sent the following telegram to premier 
Abbot and Lieutenant governor Royal. ‘We 
object to the division of the Territories into 
three districts with separate couticils as pro- 
posed by Messrs. Brett and Betts, Northwest 
delegates. Same not authorized by us and 
contrary we believe to the wishes of Eastern 
and Western Assiniboia.” In view of the 
fact that Messrs. Brett and Betts did not 
even represent their colleagues on the advis- 
ary council, and have spent a couple of 
months in Ottawa at Northwest- government 
expense in the advocacy of their own views 
only--or more likely in the attempt to ad 
vance their own personal interests—it would 
hoa wasteof timeand energy to discuss 
their alleged propositions. y
